A 26,000-MILE TRIP 


Delaware Makes Voyage With- 
out Repairs and Is to Un- 
dergo Test.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—‘All well, 
and ready for anything.” This was the 
message “rom the dreadnaught Dela- 
ware at the end of a 26,000-mile cruise in 
record-breaking time. 

The Delaware, one of the newest and 
largest vessels of the navy, has just re- 
turned to Boston from a trip to Chile, 
where the body ofthe Chilean Minister 
to the United States was conveyed. The 
distance to Chile and return is 17,000 
miles. A few days before the Delaware 
completed a trip of 9000 miles. 

This is the report: ‘‘No repairs need- 
ed; etfgines, boilers, ship and personnel 
in excellent condition, ready for duty. 
Yesterday, to test out bearings,.with 10 
boilers out of 14 under forced draft, av- 
erage 20.07 knots for two and one-half 
hours. Everything worked well.’’’ 

Without repairs or further inspection 
the Delaware will be put over a trial 
run of 2 hours for speed and endur- 
ance.

They are getting ready to go to house- 
keeping ‘at 3821 Lowell avenue on a ba- 
sis of ethereal companionship, high 
ideals and esthetic instincts. 


He Goes to Chicago; She Remains on 
the Farm. 


It was while Prof. Voorhees was liv- 
ing at Sunnyside Farm, Upper. Alton, 
and teaching at the Western Military 
Academy, while his wife gave her atten- 
tion to the farm and the children, that 
he discovered that, with his wife's: as- 
sistance, -he was soaring to. heights 
where Mrs. Voorhees could not soar 
with him. So he went to Chicago and 
continued to soar. And Mrs. Voorhees 
stayed on the farm and continued to 
work for the support of herself and. the 
children. 

The professor professed to be willing 
for his wife and the children to join him 
in Chicago, but it looked to Mrs, Voor- 
hees like the farm was the best chance 
and she stayed with it. So Voorhees 
sued her for divorce, on the technical 
ground of desertion and the supplement- 
al ground that she was addicted to farm 
work and had not kept pace with him 
in his rise in the social register. 

It came out then that jin Miss Farrar 
he had found one who was his mental 
affinity -and supplied all-the require- 
ments of the larger artistic life to which 
he had attained. Miss Farrar had also 
been unhappily paired with.George W. 
McMillan, who had failed to develop a 
proper intellectual sympathy and: had 
not provided her with a ‘“‘proper home 
life,’ and she had obtained a divorce 
from him.

Mrs. Voorhees hired a lawyer and 
gathered evidence, but did not file her 
cross-bill until October. In the mean- 
time Voorhees had been the star boarder 
at the flat occupied by Miss Farrar and 
her parents. An agent of Mrs. Voor- 
hees’ lawyer obtained a room in the flat 
and gathered information and was able 
to testify that the intellectual compan- 
ionship of the professor and Miss Farrar 
extended to the washing of the dishes 
and the dufsting of the rugs.

A long time after the couple separat- 
ed Mrs. Voorhees was looking through 
the family- Bible one day and on the 
pages where the family records were 
kept she found this entry: ‘Separated 
May 14, 194. For very insufficient 
causes, Ella C. Voorhees forces George 
L. Voorheeg.to give up home and chil- 
dren. by deed and agreement.’’ 

Voorhees played the agreement as. a 
trump card when he was trying to 
avoid paying alimony and _ solicitors’ 
fees to Mrs. Voorhees. He filed it in 
court at Chicago to show that his wife 
agreed to run the farm while he was 
treading the paths of education.

To further clear up the nature and 
extent of these transactions, the depo- 
sition of Charlies B. Garnett. formerly 
a heavy stockholder in the Garnett-Allen 
Paper Co., will be taken in New York 
Friday. Testimony was taken by Coles 
Wednesday. 

Securities Worthless. 

F. B. Coleman, trustee in bankruptcy 
for the company, has reported to the 
referee. that the company has $421,528 
liabilities and that of the listed assets 
of $285,848.26 hé has found that $161,000 
is in practically worthless sécurities. 

Allen died last December. The com- 
pany filed a voluntary bankruptcy pe- 
tition Feb. 1. a 

Louis F. Booth, who was treasurer of 
the company until January, 1910, tes:i- 
fied that on. June 8, 1909, Allen bought 
out the interest of Charles B. Garnett. 
In making the settlement a dividend of 
$62,500 was declared on the capital stock 
of $250,000, although the company’s books 
Gid not show that amount of surplus. 
An agreement was drawn up by whica 
Allen was to pay Garnett $130,000 for his 
stock. As security for the debt Allen 
pledged personal notes and notes cov- 
ering the specially declared dividend.’ 
He also pledged his own stock holdings 
and insured his life for $50,000. 

Policy in Favor of Company. 

“It was agreed that the policy should 
be made out in favor of the company,”’ 
said Coleman, ‘‘and that $125,000 should 
be placed on the books as assets repre- 
serted by good will, so that the com- 
pany would be able to legally declare 
the extra dividend.” — 

While the $125,000 of good will assets 
was simply an éntry in the company’s 
books, ‘the dividends amounting to” $62,- 
(00 each for Allen and Garnett were tak- 
en out of the actual money assets of 
the company, the evidence showed. 

Lionel Davis, who succeeded Booth 
as-cashier of the company, testified that 
the dividends and personal notes signed 
by Allen were paid with company 
checks, and that the company also paid 
the premilum on Allen's life insurance. 
Allen, he said, owed the company $154,- 
000. In August, 1910, he said Allen wiped 
out this indebtedness by paying off a 
note for $2000 and the insurance policy 
was then turned over to Mrs. Allen 
as beneficiary. 

Mrs. Allen testified that she collected 
the insurance money three weeks after 
her husband's death. Lee W. Grant, at- 
torney for the creditsrs, asked her 
what she did with the money. She re- 
fused to answer on advice of her at- 
torney, Thomas B, Crews. 

$125,000 for Good Will. 

Crews took the stand, and told of the 
transaction by which $125,000 was added 
to the company’s book assets as good 
will. 

“Alen asked me if it would be all 
right to do that,”’ he said. ‘“‘He seemed 
enthusiastic about the company, and 
said it had paid as high as 40 per cent 
in dividends. I told him if the company 
was really prosperous, it would be all 
right to place a valuation on its good 
will. 

“There was an agreement when Gar- 
nett sold his stock that the company’s 
rame should not be changed for one 
year.. When the name was‘ changed, 
Selden’ P. Spencer, attorney for Gar- 
nett, threatened legal action, saying 
tlie change of name would impair the 
security. of the notes which Garnett 
held. After the name of ‘the company 
was changed, in 1910, Spencer alleged 
that Allen had misapplied the funds of 
the company, and threatened a receiver- 
ship.”’

Makers Hide the Growth of Feet 
Behind a Scheme That’s 
Mighty Neat. 


This fact, for some time a 

trade secret among shoe deal- 

ers, was revealed by an Eastern manu- 

facturer who told reporters how, by & 

secret code of marks, the increase in 

the size of footwear has been concealed 

from women customers. His statement 

was readily verified by inquiry made by 
Post-Dispatch reporters in St. Louis. 


St. Louis retailers have been aided 
by manufacturers, both here and else- 
here, in this more or less innocent de-' 
ception. They,have thus far kept most 
of the women from finding out that they 
wear larger shoes than they did a few 
years ago, or than their mothers wore. 

American women and girls generally 
are walking and playing outdoor games 
more than they ever did, and the result 
is expansion and development of the 
muscles in their feet. 


But each shoe dealer has hesitated to 
be the first to break the news t>) wom- 
aukind. So they have substituted for 
the old-fashioned plain size marks a 
4yetem of cipher marks which have 
meaning only to the initiated 

The resuit * that the woman who 
seats herself on a shoe dealer’s bench, 
thrusts her foot out on the rest and 
confidently asks for ‘“‘size 3%, please,’’ 
is likely to be fitted with a 6 or a 7, and 
to wear it away believing it to be the 
exact size she asked for. 

The astute clerk will not tell her that 
she needs a bigger shoe. He will sim- 
ply size up the foot presented to him, 
decide what is likely to be needed, and 
guided by his knowledge of the stock, 
will try to find a fit and make a sale. 
And the shoe he sells will have ne tell- 
tale mark to show that it is a 6-or a 7. 
It will have only the cipher mark 
which guides the salesman, but means 
nothing to the buyer. 


Code Simple When One Has Key. 

With some reluctance, managers of 
several St. Louis shoe stores admitted 
the existence of the ciphers, and ex- 
plained the code, which is simple 
enough when one has the key. 

“In the first place,”” one dealer re- 
marked, “every woman has a notion of 
the size shoe she wears. She calls for 
that size, and usually it’s much too 
small. Then the duty of the efficient 
clerk is to fit the customer and conceal 
from her, if possible, the fact that she 
is not getting the size demanded. 

“If the clerk were untactful enough 
to tell the real size he had given the 
customer, she wouldn’t buy the shoes. 
She would go to some other store, where

“~ common with many largs buyers, 
Barr's has its own cipher, with which 
manufacturers are required to stamp 
sho¢s destined fvr their shelves. Wherc 
the retailer ia not big enough to reyuire 
‘this, the manufacturers stamp with their 
own ciphers, and send along a code 
book t» explain the marks. 

G@ F. Copp, manager of the shoe de- 
partment of Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney Dry Goods Co., while admitting that 
shoes in his department were not 
marked with plain sizes, said that this 
was the result of no effort to deceive, 
but was merely because of the fact 
that the number printing machines 
would not reproduce fractions and last 
letters. 


Dash Means Half Size. 
Arthur E. Ebbs, manager of the 
Swope Shoe Co., said that his firm 
marked the shoes plainly in sizes and 
lasts, but added that this was not at 
all the custom among shoe dealers. 
“We mark half sizes with a dash 
sometimes, however,” Mr. Ebbs said. 
“and once ‘n a while, where a wom- 
an could better be fitted in a fraction 
larger, we have sold it to her, without 
explaining that the dash had a mezn- 
ing. That way, she got 4%, thinking it 
was a 4. Women are growing sensi- 
ble, and although arguments are some- 
times necessary, we seldom lose a sale 
by being frank about the size.”

UNITY AND ENERGY. 

Councilman Leahy is right in designating the 
ouster suit against the Terminal: Railroad Asso- 
clation as one of the most extraordinary cases in 
our jurisprudence. The situation out of which 
the suit arose is the most extraordinary in the 
history of railroading. No other city has had to 
contend with a monster combination of all the 
railroads running into it, usihg their common 
bridges to collect sufficient tolls for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of’ the city’s bridges and 
terminals. In no other large city have the rail- 
roads attempted to put all the cost of their bridges 
and terminals on the city’s own traffic. No other 
large city has been off the railroad map and sep- 
arated from its terminals by a tollgate as St. 
Louis was for many years. 

The Leahy resolution was right in deprecating 
an appeal to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, which has held off from determining any 
terminal question except the reasonableness of 
bridge charges on interstate business. The com- 
mission- would probably refuse to touch the fun- 
damental issue of the arbitrary. 

St. Louis should, as the resolution provides, 
press the suit and be represented before the Su- 
preme Court by counsel. 

The municipality should be a vigorous factor in 
every effort to wipe out the last remnant of the 
arbitrary discrimination which has so greatly 
hampered and burdened St. Louis industry and 
trade. It should be a party to every suit and 
a powerful supporter of every movement to this 
end. It should initiate every possible action 
which promises to abolish all arbitraries. 

Since the beginning of the combine the Post- 
Dispatch has almost alone fought the campaign 
for the freedom of St. Louis from the arbitrary 
blight. We have given’ publicity to the oppres- 
sions of the combine. We initiated a suit in ‘the 
State Supreme Court and initiated the pending 
suit in the Federal Supreme Court. It was through 
the work of the Post-Dispatch that the Municipal 
Terminal Commission was created and the con- 
cessions it obtained were wrung from the com- 
bine. We welcome the full co-operation of the 
municipality. 

But as important as the activity of the munici- 
ral government is the unity of the business com- 
munity. The division of the business interests 
and the interna] discords of the community have 
cone more than anything else to block progress 
and postpone final victory. If the business men 
were united in the effort to accomplish a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the bridge and termina’ 
problem a prompt eonclusion would be assured. 
St. Louis business men should take a lesson from 
the example of the Chicago business men, where 
united work has brought results of incalculable 
value. To this end the best slogan is: Get to- 
gether for harmonious effort. 
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The plans of the East St. Louis & Suburban 
lines to come into St. Louis over the free bridge 
with 5-cent fare is another proof of the value of 
the city’s bridge. No obstacle should be placed 
in the way of its rapid completion. 
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TOLERANCE. 

The Executive Board of the California State 
Federation of Labor has adopted resolutions, of 
which one paragraph says: 

Although we deem it unnecessary at this 
time to reiterate the uncompromising attitude 
of organized labor as being opposed to any 
and all acts of violence, whether committed 
by friends or enemies, we do most earnestly 
request our friends and sympathizers to with- 
hold judgment in this instance until the ac- 
cused have been tried. 

It is unfortunate that this organization was 
rot the first to speak after the arrest of the al- 
leged dynamiters, It is the first tolerant word that 
has come from an official labor source, and the 
first mention of the attitude of organized labor 
toward acts of violence. It should be an inspira- 
tion to union men and the request it contains may 
well be heeded by every citizen of a country 
which holds to the legal fundament that every 
person is innocent until proved guilty. 
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The experithent in soul-marriage which is being 
tried in St. Louis offers at least the benefits of 
ease and economy. We hope it will be successful.

Organized Labor Wants Justice. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 7 

I was much surprised to read the editorials of 
April 24 and 25 on the “Crime of Los Angeles.” 
In your journal you infer that labor leaders con- 
done the alleged crime. The labor leaders have 
done nothing of the kind, and I am sure, know- 
ing all of them as I do, that not one of them 
would condone crime when committed by a mem- 
ber of organized labor, more particularly the 
killing of 21 men, as was the case in Los Angeles. 
What the labor leaders protest against is the il- 
legal arrest and kidnaping of officers of labor or- 
ganizations, being denied the right to be heard 
and represented by counsel, as was the case in 
the Moyer, Haywood, Pettibone case now repeated 
in the case of McNamara. 

While Roosevelt was President he tried the 
same thing in the case of the Government versus 
Joseph Pulitzer of New York. Being a man of 
prominence, not’ even the great power of the 
President of the United States could drag Mr. 
Pulitzer from his home without a hearing repre- 
sented by counsel. Mr: Roosevelt eventually lost, 
but what might have happened ‘could he have 
dragged Mr. Pulitzer before a prejudiced court 
outside of New York? 

All that Jabor leaders and their followers de- 
mand is the same right for an accused working- 
man before the law that is granted to the influ- 
ential citizen. These men are not guilty, until 
proven so, and they have the right to a defense 
as guaranteed by the Constitution and laws of 
the land. 

If these men are really guilty organized labor 
has no sympathy for them, but organized labor 
knows that in nearly all serious industrial dis- 
turbances the outrages committed, or alleged to 
have been committed, are made to order by the 
detectives in the service of the employer. Such 
was the fact-in the Chicago riots in 1894, and in 
our city in 1900 the Transit Co. was proven to 
have had in its employ men who planted dyna- 
mite cartridges where no harm was done, but the 
inference was allowed to go out that organized 
labor was responsible. 

All we ask is to be granted our rights under 
the law, no more, no less.

To Make Work for AIL 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We see and hear of men on all] sides pleading 
for protection from long hours of labor. They are 
worked from 10 to 16 hours every day and at 
night. While on the other hand millions of men 
are orying for work to support their families and 
get married. Now, I should HMke to ask: Why 
don’t the men of. this country force Congress t& 
pass a national eight-hour law for all workers, 
male and female? It would not only protect the 
race from all kinds of diseases, crimes and deaths, 
hut would give work to all. As it now is, employ-. 
ers are allowed to work their help 10 to 16 
hours a day, causing scarcity of employment, 
over-production and consequent lay-offs and 
panics. Under an eight-hour law six men would 
be required to do the work now done by four 
working 12 hours, and five required to do the 
work of four working 10 hours, so everyone would 
have work. 

All our physiologies and health authorities say 
we should work only eight hours. Transportation | 
companies, grocers, druggists and all other em- 
ployers requiring long hours of labor should be 
forced to hire eight-hour shifts. This could be 
done by one beginning at 5 a. m‘, one at 1 p. m. 
ane one at 9 p. m. There could be no fear of 
competition, as everyone would have to pay for 
the extra help and everyone would be on the 
same footing. Why don’t the men of this country 
demand’ it to protect themselves and the future 
generations and give work to everybody?

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Bread-making Most Ancient Art 


mwa HE housekeepers of America to- 
i day make 70 per cent of all the 
bread, yet the remaining 30 per 
cent made by the bakers in- 
volves a capitalization of over $270,- 
000,000. Anything, then, that we can 
discover of the present-day status of 
the art of vread-making is of impor- 
tance and of interest. The first known 
making of bread refers back to the pre- 
historic - lake-dwellings of Europe, 
where there have been discoVered the 
grains of barley, oats, rye and wheat, 
together with the charred remains of 
cakes of bread and the rude stone 
grain-crushers and mealing-stones. It 
is true that these pellets of wheat and 
barley are but humble representatives 
of the highly bred grains that now 
glorify the farmer's field,.and it is true, 
too, that the loaves were for the most 
part but of crushed grains, not true 
meal, and obviously made by being laid 
on the hot stones and covered over by 
glowing ashes, just, in fact, as the 
muleteers of Syria today make their 
unleavened cakes; but it was bread. 
Since in Eastern countries a mixture 
of meal and water will begin to fer- 
ment in the course of a day, the value 





of leavened bread must inevitably have 
been discovered prior to civilization. We 


all remember the story of the flight of |. 


the Israelites out of Egypt, how “the 
people took their dough before it was 
leavened, their kneading-troughs being 
bound up in their clothes upon their 
shoulders” (Exodus xii 34); leavened 
bread—i. e., bread as we know it—must 
at that time have been universal. Early, 
too, must have been the specialization 
of the art of baking; first, doubtless, in 
the largest households, as witness the 
interesting story of that most unhfor- 
tunate chief baker in Genesis xl; and 
afterward, as the reader may readily 
find, into a definitely segregated trade, 
as in Hosea vil. . 
There have always been bakers, but, 
on the other hand, from the beginning 
of human time bread has always been 
baked in the home, particularly and 
definitely as the vocational duty of wom- 
en. There thus appears this most curi- 
ous and interesting of facts: That con- 
temporaneous with the history of man 
from the earliest to the latest times 
there has been an unremitting conflict 
between home-made bread and the bak- 
er’s loaf.—R. K. Duncan, in Harper’s
